“Sec, 474, (a) The Secretary shall by regulation require that each entity 
which applies for a grant or contract under this Act for any project or 
program which involves the conduct of biomedical or behavioral research 
involving human subjects submit in or with its application for such grant or 
contract assurances satisfactory to the Secretary that it has established (in 
accordance with regulations which the Secretary shall prescribe) a board (to 
be known as an ‘Institutional Review Board’) to review biomedical and 
behavioral research involving human subjects conducted at or sponsored by 
such entity in order to protect the rights of the human subjects of such ~ 
research. 

““(b) The Secretary shall establish a program within the Department 

under which requests for clarification and guidance with respect to ethical 
issues raised in connection with biomedical or behavioral research involving 
human subjects are responded to promptly and appropriately." 

(b) The Secretary of Health, Education, and Welfare shall within 240 
days of the date of the enactment of this Act promulgate such regulations as 
may be required to carry out section 474(a) of the Public Health Service 
Act. Such regulations shall apply with respect to applications for grants and 
contracts under such Act submitted after promulgation of such regulations.

§ 46.101 Yo what do these 
regulations apply? 

(a) Except as provided in 
paragraph (b) of this section, this 
subpart applies to all research 
involving human subjects conducted 
by the Department of Health and 
Human Services or funded in whole 
or in part by a Department grant, 
contract, cooperative agreement or 
fellowship. 

(lL) This includes research 
conducted by Department employees, 
except cach Principal Operating 
Component head may adopt such 
nonsubstantive, procedural 
modifications as may be appropriate 
from an administrative standpoint. 

(2) It also includes research 
conducted or funded by the. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services outside the United States, 
but in appropriate circumstances, the 
Secretary may, under paragraph («) of 
this section waive the applicability of 
some of all of the requirements of 
these regulations for research of this 
type. 

(b) Research activities in which the 
only involvement of human subjects 
will be in one or more of the 
following ategori ies are exempt from 
these regulations unless the research 
is covered by other subparts of this 
part: 


(1) Research conducted in 
established or commonly accepted 
educational settings, involving 
norinal educational practices, such as 
(i) research on regular and special 
education instructional strategies, or 
(ti) research on the effectiveness of or 
the comparison among instructional 
techniques, curricula, or classroom 
management methods, 

(2) Research involving the use of 
educational tests (cognitive, 
diagnostic, aptitude, achievement), if 
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information taken from these sources 
is fecorded in such a manner that 
subjects cannot be identified, directly 
or through identifiers linked to the 
subjects. 

(3) Research involving survey or 
interview procedures, except where 
all of the following conditions exist: 
ii) responses are recorded in such a 
manner that the human subjects can 
be identified, directly or through 
identifiers linked to the subjects, (ii) 
the subject's responses, if (hey 
became known outside the research, 
could reasonably place the subject at 


risk of criminal or civil liability or be - 


damaging to the subject's financial 
standing or employability, and (ii) 
the research deals with sensitive 
aspects of the subject’s own behavior, 
such as illegal conduct, drug use, 
sexual behavior, or use of alcohol, 
All research involving survey or 
interview procedures is exempt, 
without exception, when the 
respondents are elected or appointed 
public officials or candidates for 
publiy office. 

(4) Research involving the 
vbservation (including observation by 
participants) of public behavior. 
except where all of the following 
conditions exist: (2) observations ure 
recorded in such a manner that the 
human subjects can be identified, 
direedy or through identifiers linked 
to the subjects, (i) the observations 
recorded about the individual, if they 
became known outside the research, 
coud reasonably place the subject at 
risk of criminal or civil Habtlity or be 
damaging to the subject's financial 
standing or employability, and (iii) 
the vesearch deals with sensitive 
aspects of the subject's own behavior 
such as egal conduct, drug use, 
sexual behavior, or use of alcohol, 

(5) Research involving the 
collection or study of existing data, 
documents, records, pathological 
specimens, or diagnostic specimens, 
Wf these sources ure publicly available 
orf the information is recorded by 
the mvestigator in such a manner that 
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subjects cannot be identified, directly 
or through identifiers linked to the 
subjects. 

(6) Unless specifically required by 
statute (and except to the extent 
specified in paragraph (i)), research 
and demonstration projects which 
are conducted by or subject to the 
approval of the Department of 
Health and Human Services, and 
which are designed to study, 
evaluate, or otherwise examine: (i) 
programs under the Social Security 
Act, or other public benetit or 
service programs, (ii) procedures for 
obtaining benefits or services under 
those programs; (iii) possible changes 
in or alternatives to those programs 
or procedures; or (iv) possible 
changes in methods or levels of 
payment for benefits or services 
under those programs. 

(c) The Secretary has final 
authority to determine whether a 
particular activity is covered by these 
regulations, 

(d) The Secretary may require that 
specific research activities or classes 
of research activities conducted or 
funded by the Department, but not 
otherwise covered hy these 
regulations, comply with some or all 
of these regulations. 

(e) The Secretary may also waive 
applicability of these regulations to 
specific research activities or classes 
of research activities, otherwise 
covered by these regulations. Notices 
of these actions will be published in 
the Federal Register as they occur. 

(f) No individual may receive 
Departinent funding for research 
covered by these cegulations unless 
the individual is affiliated with or 
sponsored by an institution which 
assumes responsibility for the 
research under an assurance gatislying 
the requirements of this part, or the 
individual makes other arrangements 
with the Department.

(a) Each in. titution engaged in 
research covered by these regulations 
shail provide written assurance 
satistactory to the Secretary that it 
will comply with the requirements set 
forth in these regulations. 

(b) The Department will conduct or 
fund research covered by these 
regulations only if the institution has 
an assurauce approved as provided in 
this section, and only if the institution 
has certified to the Secretary that the 
research has been reviewed and 
approved by an IRB provided for in 
the assurance, sind will be subject to 
continuing review by the IRB.

If an IRB regularly 
reviews research that involves a 
vulnerable category of subjects, 
including but not limited to subjects 
covered by other subparts of this part, 
the IRE shall include one or more 
individuals who are primarily 
concerned with the welfare of these 
subjects. 

(b) No IRB may consist entirely of 
mien or entirely of women, or entirely 
of members of one profession. 

(c) Each IRB shall include at least 
one member whose primary concerns 
are in nonscientific areas; for 
exampie: lawyers, ethicists, members 
of the Clergy.

(a) The Secretary has established, 
and published in the Federal 
Register, a list of categories of 
research that may be reviewed by the 
[2B through an expedited review 
procedure. The list will be amended, 
as appropriate, through periodic 
republication in the Federal 
Register. 

(6) An IRB may review some or all 
of the research appearing on the list 
through an expedited review 
procedure, if the research involves no 
more than minimal risk. The IRB may 
also use the expedited review 
procedure to review minor changes in 
previously approved research during 
the period for which approval is 
authonzed. Under an expedited 
review procedure, the review may be 
curtied out by the IRB chairperson or 
by une or more experienced reviewers 
designated by the chairperson from 
among members of the IRE. In 
reviewing the research, the reviewers 
may exercise all of the authorities of 
the IRB except that the reviewers may 
not disapprove the research. A 
research activity may be disapproved 
only after review in accordance with 
the non-expedited procedure set forth 
in & 46.108(b). 

(c) Each IRB which uses an 
expedited review procedure shall 
adopt a method for keeping all 
members advised of research 
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proposals which have been approved 
under the procedure. 

(d) The Secretary may restrict, 
suspend, or terminate an insutution's 
or IRB'‘s use of the expedited review 
procedure when necessary to protect 
the rights or welfare of subjects. 


§46.111 Criteria for IRB 
approval of research. 

(a) In order to approve research 
covered by these regulations the IRB 
shall determine that all of the 
following requirements are satisfied: 

(i) Risks to subjects are 
minimized: (i) By using procedures 
which are consistent with sound 
research design and which do not 
unnecessarily expose subjects to risk, 
and (i) whenever appropriate, by 
using procedures already being 
performed on the subjects for 
diagnostic or trealment purposes. 

(2) Risks to subjects are reasonable 
in relation to anticipated benefits, if 
any, to sublects, and the importance 
of the knowledge that may reasonably 
be expected to result. In evaluating 
sisks and benefits, the IRB should 
consider only those risks and benefits 
shat may result from the research (as 
distinguished from risks and benefits 
of therapies subjects would receive 
even if not participating In the 
research). The IRD should not 
consider possible long-range effects 
of applying knowledge gained in the 
research (for example, the possible 
effects of the research on public 
policy) as among those research risks 
that fall within the purview of its 
responsibility. 

(3) Selection of subjects is 
equitable, In making this assessment 
the IRB should take into account the 
purposes of the research and the 
setting in which the research will be 
conducted, 

(4) Informed consent will be 
sought froin each prospective subject 
or the subject's legally authorized 
representative, in accordance with, 
and to the extent required by 
§ 46,116. 
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(3) informed consent ¥ will be 
appropriately documented, in 
accordance with, and to the extent 
required by § 46.117. 

(6) Where appropriate, the research 
plan makes adequate provision for 
monitoring the data collected to 
insure the safety of subjects. 

(7) Where appropriate, there age 
adequate provisions ta protect the 
privacy of subjects and to maintain 
the confidentiality of data. 

(b) Where some or all of the 


subjects are likely to be vulnerable to 


coercion or unduc influence, such as 
persons with acute or severe physical 
or mental tliness, or persons who are 
economically or educationally 


disadvantaged, appropriate additional:

(a) The regulations in this subpart 
are applicable to all Department of

(b) Nothing in this subpart shall be 
construed as indicating that 
compliance with the procedures sec 
forth herein will in any way render 
inapplicable pertinent State or local 
liws bearing upon activities covered 
by this subpart.

(d) “Viable ’’ as it pertains to the

The Secretary 
may from Ume to time. taking into 
account medical advances, publish in

If a fetus is viable after 
delivery, itis a premature infant. 

(e) ‘‘Nonviable fetus"’ means a 
Fetus ex uiero which, although Hving, 
is not viable. 

(f) "Dead fetus'' means a fetus ex 
utero which exhibits neither 
heartbeat, spontaneous respiratory 
activity, spontaneous movement of 
voluntary muscles, nor pulsation of 
the umbilical cord (if still attached). 

(g) ‘ln vitro fertilization’ means 
any fertilization of human ova which 
occurs outside the body of a female, 
either through admixture of donor 
human sperm and ova or by any other 
means. x 


§ 46.204 “Ethical Advisory’ 
Boards, | 

(a) One of more Ethical Advisory 
Boards shall be established by the 
Secretary. Members of these board(s)
